| The obscure. history of the early life 


of this desperado rg nothing wor-’ 


thy of notice. Born in the wilds of 
Wicklow, his first situation in life was 
that of a cow-boy, and afterwards was 
employed as a Jaborer in tanners yards, 


until the breaking out of the late rebel- |. 


lion, at which time, being about six or 
seveneand-twenty years ofage, he rang- 
ed himself with enthusiasm, under the 
banners of insurre¢tion ; and though al- 
ways foremost in danger, had the good 
fortune to retire unhurt thro’ all the bat- 
tles of that deplorable contest... When 
the rebellion was put down, and most 
of the leaders, withtheir partizans, has- 
tened to avail themselves of the Act of 
Amnesty, Dwyer rejeéted the merciful 
offers of the government, and withdrew, 
accompanied by achosen band, into the 
fastnesses of his native mountains, where 
he has since kept his ground, bidding 
defiance to al] the parties sent out from 
time to time against him. There is. no- 
thing more extraordinary in what relates 
to this man, than his surprising means 
of obtaining secret information.. 


On a certain night, three men who 
had before, we believe, been privates:in 
the Meath militia, and one of whom was 
the first that administered to his-then 
Chief, the oath,of an United Irishman, 
suddenly deserted from his gang. Dwyer 
instantly: concluded that they had been 
tempted by the reward to betray him, 
of which he not only séon after receiv- 
ed a confirmation from: his emissaries, 
but also intelligence of the night on 
which they were toset out for the pur- 
pose of securing’ him. Being, as they 
tho’t wel! acquainted with all his haunts, 
they made little doubt of their’success, 
but were way-laid by Dwyer; who put 


| them to death with his own hand, not | 


suffering his companions to interfere in 
what he considered, or at least repre- 
sented to be, his just and personal re-

He has 
aruddy. complexion, with lively, pene- 
trating eyes ; and is said to be wonder- 
fully patient of fatigue, and.fearless. of 
every kind of danger.
